and hospitals; other sources, and independent operations); (2) 
summary of current funds expenditures and mandatory transfers by 
function (instruction, research, public service, academic support, 
student services, institutional support, operations and maintenance 
of plant, scholarships and fellowships, educational and general 
mandatory transfers, auxiliary enterprises, hospitals, and 
independent operations) ; (3) current funds revenues by source and by 
institutional classification (state university and city university 
units and independent institutions) ; and (4) current funds 
expenditures and mandatory transfers by function and by institutional 
classification) .
